Boarding-House and Hotel Life Versus the 
Home. 


**And brought him to an inn, and took care 
ofhim. Andon the morrow, when he depuart- 
ed, he took out two pence and gave them to tha 
host, and said unto him: Toke care of him, and 
whatsoever thou spendest more, when I come 
again 1 will repay thee."—Luke x:, 34, 35. 

This is the good Samaritan paying the hotel 
bill of a man who had been robbed and almost 
killed by bandits. Ihe good Samaritan had 
fuund the unfortunate on a lonely, rocky road, 
where, to this very duy, depredations are some- 
times committed upen travellers, and had put 
the injured man into the saddle, whilst this mer- 
ciful and well-to do man had ‘walked; till they 
got to the hotel, and the wounded man was put 
to bed end cared for, It must have been a very 
superior hotel in its accommodations, for, though 
in the country, the Jandlord was paid at thé rate 
of what in cur country would be four or five 
dollars a day, a penny being then a day’s wages 
and the two pennies paid in this case about two 
days’ wages. Moreover, it was one,of those kind 
hearted Sceaiccaa who are wrapped up in the 
happiness cf their guests, because the good Sa- 
maritan leaves the poor wounded fellow to his 
entire care, promising that when he came that 
way again he would pay all the bills until the 
invalid got well. 

Hotels and boarding-houses are necessities. In 
very ancient times they were unknown, because 
the world had comparatively {.w inhubitants, 
who were not much given to travel, and private 
hospitality met all the wants of sojourners; as 
when Abrah»m rushed out at Mamre to inyite 
the three men to sit down toa dinner ot veal; 
os when Lydia urged the apostles to accept of 
her home; as when the people were positively 
commanded to be given to hospitality; as in 
many of the places to the East these aucient.cus 
toins are practised to-day. But we have now 
hotels presided over by good landlords, and 
boarding how es presided over by excellent host 
or hostess, in all neighborhoods, villages acd cit- 
ies, aud it is our copgratulation that those of our 
land surpass all other lands, They rightly be- 
coe thy permauent residences of many people, 
such as thuee who are Without farmil.ea; such o4 
those whose busivess keeps them migratory; such 
as those who ought not, for various reasons of 
health or peculiarity of circmnsta) c #, take upon 
themselves the cares of hourekee ping. 

Many & man falling sickin one of these board- 
iwg houses or hots li hase been kindly wate hed 
an t purged ; and by the memory cf her own suf- 
teripgs aod josses, the lady at the head of such 
a house bas dove alk that a mother could du 
for a sick child, and the sludberless eye of Géd 
sees and appreciates her sacrisives in Behalf of 
the stracger, Among the most marvellous cases 
of patience and Christian fidelity are many of 
those who keep boarding houses, enduring with 
out resentment the unreasonable demands of 
their guests for expensive food and attentions for 
which they are.not willing to pay an« quivalent 
—a lot of cranky men and women who are not 
worthy to tie the shoe of ther queenly caterer, 

The outtageous way in which boarders howe. 
times act tu their landlords and landludies show 
that thi se critieal guests bad bad early rearing, 
and that inthe making up of their natures all 
that constitutes tLe gentleman and lady were 
left out. Somersf the most princely men aod 
some of tho most elegart women that [ know of 
to-day keep hotels avd boarding houses, 

But one of the great evils of this day is found 
it the fact that a large population of our towns 
and cities are giving up aud have taken up their 

homes and taken apartiwents, that they tay 
| have mo ¢ freedom from domestic duties and 
more tune for social life, aud because they like 
the whirl of publicity bettor than he quiet anu 

LV ACY ¢ f a residence they can call their own. 
The lawful use of these he tela and boarding 

houres is for moat pe ple while they are in 

transition, but as a terminus they are in many

rapiog and wwilt than tiat flame of consuming 
reputation blazing across the village or city, 
Those of us who were brought up in the country 
know that the old-fashioned hatching of eRRs in 
the hay mow requires four or five weeks of 
brooding, but there are new yuodes of hatching 
by mach nery, which take lead tine and ‘do: the 
work in wholesale, So, while tho private home 
may brood into life’ an occasional falsity and 
take a long time to do it, many of the boarding 

houses and family hotels afford a sawifter and 
more wultitudinous atyle of moral incubation, 
and one old gossip will get off the nest ufter one 
hour's brsoding clucking aflcck of thirty lies 
after her, each one picking up ste little worm of 

juicy regalement. ft is no advantage to hour 
two hock about your neighbor for your time 
will be so much occupied in taking care of their 
faults that you will have no time to look alte: 
your own, And while you are pulling the 
chickweed out of their garden yours will get 
all overgrown with horse-sorrell arid mulleia 
stalks. 

One of the worst kamages that comes from the 
herding of so many people into boarding-houses 
and family hotels ia inflicted upon children. [t 
is Only another way of binging them up on the 
commons, While you have your own private 
house you can for the most part control their 
companionship and their whereabouts, but by 
twolve years of age, in these pablic resorts, they 
will have picked up all the bad things that con 
be farnished by the prurient minds of dozens of 
people. They will overhear blasphemies anid 
quarrels, aud get precocious insin, And what the 
bartender does not tell them the porter or host- 
ler or bell-boy wilt, Bes'des that, the children 
will go out into this world without the restrain- 
ing, anchoring, steadying and all-controlling 
memory ofa home. From that none of us who 
have been blessed of such memory{have escaped, 
It grips a man for eighty yearé, if he lives so 
long. It pulla him bick from doors into which 
he ot* erwire would enter, It smites him with 
contrition in the very midst of his dissipations 
As the fish already surrounded by the long wide 
net awim out to sea thinking they can go as far 
as they please, and with gay toss of silvery scale 
they defy the sportsman on the beach, and after 
a while the fishermen begin to diaw in the net, 
hftnd over hand and hand over hand, ahd itis a 
long while before the captured fins begin to feel 
the net, and then they dart this way and that 
hoping to get out, but find themselves approach- 
ing the shore and are brought Wp to the very 
feet of the captors, so the memory of ay early 
homme sometimes seems to relay end let nen out 
further from shore—five years, ten years,twenty 
yearé, thirty years; but someday they find an 
irresistible mesh drawing them back, and they 
are compelled to retreat from their prodigality 
and wandering, and though they make desper- 
ate effort to escape the impression, and try to 
dive deeper down in sin, aftera while they are 
brought clear back and held upon the Rock of 
Ages. 

If it be porsible, oh, father and mother, let 
your sone and daughters go out into the world 
under the semi-omnipotent memory of a good, 
pure home. About your two or three roots in a 
boarding-hduse or family hotel, you can cist 
no such glorious sanctity, Your chidren will 
think of there public caravanmiries as an carly 
etopping place, waloderous with old victuals, 
coffee perpetually steaming and meats in ever- 
lasting stew or broil, the air surcharged with 
carbolic acid; and corridors along which drunken 
boarders Come staggering at lo'’clock in the 
morning, rappiogat the door till the affrighted 
wife lets them in, Vo not be guilty of the 
sacrilege or blasy hemy o* calling such a place 
a home, A home is tour walls enclosing one 
family with identity of interest, and a privacy 
from cutside inspection so complete that it isa 
world iy itself, no one entecint except by per 
inissivo, bolted snd barred aud chained against 
all outside inqnisitiveness, The phrase so often 
used in law books and legal circles is mightily 
suggestive—every man's house is his castle. As 
much so as though it had d awbridge, portcoullis, 
redoubt, baston and armed turret, Even the 
«fiicer of the law may not enter to serve a writ 
except the door ba v. luntarily oponed untohiin: 
burglary, or the invation of if, a ciim’ so offen 
sive that the law clashes itsiron jaws on any 
one who attempts it, Unless it be necessary to 
atay for longer or shorter time in family hotel or 
boarding house—and there ore thousands of ix- 
stences in which it is necessiry, as T showed you 
at the beginning —unless in this exceptional case, 
let neither wife nor husband consent to such 
permanent residence, 


The probability 14 that the wife ‘will have to 
divide ber husbard’s time with public + moking 
or reading room, or with some coquettish spider 
in search of unwary flies, andif you do not ep 
tirely lose your husband it will be because he is 
divinely prot cted from the disasters that have 
whelined thougands of husbands with as good 
intentions as yours, Neither should the hus 
band, without imperitive reason, consent to such 
a life unless he is sure his wife can withatand 
the temptation of social dissipation which sweeps 
across such places with the force of the Atlantic 
Ocean when driven by a Septewber equinox, 
Many wives give up their homes for these pub 
lic residences so that they may give their entire 
time to Operas, theatres, balle, receptions ond 
Ievcea, and they arein a perpetual whirl like a 
whip-top, +pinning round and round and round 
very prettily, unl it lesea its equipose and 
shoots off at a tanget. But the {difference 
in one case it iaa top and in the other a svul. 

Be- ides this there isan assiduous acquinula 
tion of little things around the private hore 
Which in the aggregate make a great sttraction, 
while the denizens of one of these public ree 
dences is apt to say ** What is the use? Tha vo 
no place to keep them if I should take them. 
Moin ntoes, bric-a brec, curiosities, quaint chair 
oro my Jounge, upholsteries, p,ctures, and a 
thonsand things that acerete in & home are dis 
carded of neglected because there is no home 
stead jo which to arrangs them. And yet they 

ire the case in which the peril of domestic nap 
p'ness ia set You can never become a4 attach 
od to the appointments ot a boarding-houre or 
family hotel as to those things that you can call 
jwo and are inted with the different 
members of your household, or with 
thrilling inport in your domestic history. Bl ss 
ed is thst Lome in which for a whole li‘etime

the only dish be ore loaf of bread, and the 
most imperial satisfactions have sometimes 
band ieted on the plainest fare, 

Do not be caught in the delusion of 
thousands postponing [a home until they can 
have an expensive one, Chat idea is the devil's 
trap that catchés mon and women innumerable 
who will never have any home at all, Capital- 
iste of America build plain homes for prople. Let 
this tenement-house system, in which huadreds 
of thousands of the people of our cities are wal- 
lowing in the mire, be broken up by small homer, 
where people can have their own firesides and 
their own altar, Oo thm great continent there 
is room enough for every man and woman to 
havea home. Morals civilization and religion 
demand it. 

We want done all over this land what George 
Peabody and Lady Burtlett Coutts did in Eng- 
land, and some of the large manufacturers of 
this country have done for the villages and 
cities, in building sn.all houses at cheap renta, 
so that the middles classes can have separa‘e 
houies ‘Ihey-are the only class not provided 
for, The a have their palaces, and the poor 
have their poor-houses, and criminals have their 
jai's, bat what about the honest middle-classes, 
who ure able and willing to work and yet bave 
smallincome! Letthe capitalists, ynspired of 
God and pure patriotisn, rise and build whole 
streets of sinall residences. The laborer may 
have, at the close of the day, to walk or ride 
further than is desirable to reach it, but when he 
get to his destination im ths eventide, he will 
hud something worthy of being called by that 
glorious, and impassioned,and heaven di scended 
word, “home.”

INSANITY AND CRIME. 


Baron Bramwell, one of tho most dis- 
tinguished of modorn English jurists, oon- 
tributed to a recent issue of the Nrieter nth 
Century an article on tho above subject, 
which is of especial importance at this time 
in connection with the allegation of the 
Riclites, that thoir hero was insane and 
ought not tohave been punished with death 
The learned Baron, who discusses the subject 
in the most lucid and logical manner, asks 
the question ‘* Whont ought-tho law -to 
punish?"'and answers itas follows “The an 
swer-is easy-; all that it threatens, on con- 
viction. But then- comes the question, 
whom ought the law to threaten! Thean- 
awor is also oasy ; all who could be intlu 
enced by the threat, all whom it would or 
might deter, on help to deter. Tho (uos- 
tion, therefore, in Any case ought to be, not 
whother the person accused of a crimo is 
mad, but whether he understood the law's 
threat.” 

Now dare any one soberly assert that 
Riel did not know that the punishment of 
his crime is death by the law? Let his 
condaét throughout—his pleading with his 
messenger, Astley, to secure, if possible, 
his (Riel's) safety ; his flight before the up 
holders of the law ; his reliance ou General 
Middleton’s promise to hand hin over 
safely to the civil authorities ; his conver- 
sations with his guards on the way tv 
prison, and his speeches before his convic- 
tion be the auswer, F 

The plewthat tho rebel leader knew the 
penalty of his crime, but acted under an 
uncontrollable impulse, is dealt with in the 
following upanswerable janner ; “The 
law makes them responsible unless mad, as 
l have mentinned, save for the unwise 

meroy of judges and juries. {[f it means 
that they cannot f 
it. Igay that mad people are restrained 
and kept inorder in the same way 4s save 
people are, though with more difticuTty. 
* * * Take the case of Dove, mention- 
ed by Mr. Justice Stepheu, undoubtedly 
of questionable sanity, who, to marry an- 
other woman, poisoned hie wife with strych- 
nine, after several attempts, the agonizing 
result of which he witnessed. * * * 
A medical witness for him said that some- 
thing which it was proved he had done was 
the result of an uncontrollable impulse ; 
but admitted, candidly enough, that had a 
policeman been present he (Dove) would 
not have done it. I say, then, that the 
agrament ‘he is not responsible,’ is, what- 
ever the meaning of ‘responsible’ may be, 
mMfounded. * * * * Bentham said 
the greater the temptation the greater 
should be the punisl ment, 1 suppose the 
same remark would apply where the power 
of resistance was les§ in avy one, whether 
from education, disease or other cause. * 
* * * Isit reasonable, just, riglit, that 
an evil-minded, ill-conditioned, ill-conduct- 
ed, being, with sense énough for the law to 
allow his will and contracts, should be able 
to commit crime with impunity ?”

What a Frenoh Senator From 
tova Says Abont It 


Nothing to Justify the Kebollion, 


(Brow: the Oni ial Keport ) 
THE SENATH, 
Orrawa, March 1, 
Hor, Mr, Girard—It is a matter of yroat 
satisfaction to ine to be called Once w year 
by the supreme authority to enquire inte 
the wants and ueeds of the country, and, 
judging from the past, t6 Iéok into the 
future and seo what is best to be done to 
consolidate the institutions of the country 
and promote the good of the people. This 
presont session which is now opening, 
promises to bea very important one, Last 
year we were here for six long months, oc- 
cupied in the great inquest of the Domin- 
ion, Accidentally a live had orgimated in 
one of the extremities of our vast Domin 
ton ; a suflivient forco was immediately dis- 
patched to extinguish it; our sons, our 
brothers and our friends were promptly on 
the spot ; some of them fell, but. others 
wero there to tuke their place, wt hositat 
ing to sacritice their lives for the mainten- 
ance of the British flag in this Dominion of 
ours. At tho close> of last séasion we 
thought that everything was over, aud that 
the duty to embers of Parliament on re- 
turning to their homes, was to restore and 
promote the peace and prosperity which 
had been interfered with. But other 
import- 
Ance in some parts of the country that an 
agitation was created sufticient to threaten 
the harmony of our constitution and cause 
serious apprehensions of the disorganiza- 
tion of the Confederation. It is with 
great hesitation that I enterupon a ques- 
tion ou which I think Lam forced to meet 
my best friends on a ground where wo 
may differ... When fifteen’ years ago Left 
them, it was for their sake that I did so, 
The mission that 1 entevod upon. at the 
time had no great charm forme, I was 
called upon to assist in the formation of a 
new.country. It was a very important 
period for the’ French population. They 
had the best acquired rights, but they 
were not alone in the North-West land. 
It was-in 1870, just at the end of the diffi 
culty which had occurred there. At - that 
time those troubles were justifiable, and 
they have since been justitied;. but they 
were naturally the causeof a feeling of 
animosity, known which until then had not 
been there, Those who endeavored to 
allay this feeling of animosity by mutual 
concessions, and doing “justice to all were 
succeasful, and we were able to announce 
to the world that we were prospering, and 
to invite the immigrating npiltitedes of the 
Old World to come and share that pros- 
perity with us. Within a short time many 
thousands of peoplo have settled amongst 
us ; towns and cities have grown up, in- 
dustrious families have settled in Mani- 
toba and the North West Territories, and 
enjoying such prosperity, we remain at- 
tached to the Government that have as- 
sisted and. promoted this rapid develop- 
ment. From time totime we represent 
to our rulers the wronys of which they 
have been guilty, and sometimes advise 
them to adopt another course. It is sufli- 
cient to look at the Speech from the 
Throne to be convinced that our import- 
ance is recognized, The best paragraph of 
it—the most important legislation that is 
there announced—hilects either Manitoba 
or the North West Territories. [ may be 
permitted to ask my hon, feiend from’ De 
Salaberry (Mr. Trudel) if I am not justi- 
fied, when I remember all that I have ob- 
tained from the Government for Manitoba 
and the North-West, in telling him, and 
through him, the people he represents, that 
the agitation which has taken place-in the 
Province of Quebeo has been prejudicial 
to the interests of Manitoba and the 
NorthWest. Thereisno doubt that it 
has. While the péaple of the North-West 
may consider the Government in fault in 
some respects, and while they have come 
before the Government at times to seek 
redress in the ordinary way, we never ex: 
pected that such an agitation would arise 
as we have witnessed lately in the Province 
of Quebec. I feel sorry that it has arisen, 
because we in Manitoba, and especially 
the French element of the population 
there, have reason to be thankful to the 
Province of Quebec for the deep interest 
they have taken in our welfare. It is not 
my intention to declare war. against my 
hon, friend from DeSalaberry; I act apon 
the mpxim ‘* 1 ain not disposed to fight for 
fear | might be fought with,” At the same 
time, when the truth should be proclaimed 
[, for One, shall not remain silent. | have 
beerl accustomed in the past to find my hon, 
friend from DeSalaberry fighting the battles 
of the party to which | belong, and it was 
with a feeling of deep regret that I saw 
him assume a position which 1 cannot share 
with him, 1 think it is the only occasion 
in my life that I have been obliged to differ 
from him on public questions, In the past 
I have boii glad to recognize him as my 
leader in all that I have attemptyd to do ih 
the interests of the party. | shall now re 
fer briefly to the paragraphs in the address 
in which nly province i mntorested. With 
roferenco to the harvest of lust year, I] am 
happy to say that in Manitoba and tho 
North West, the crops have on the whole 
beet good. Karly frosts destroyed the hopes 
of many who expected excraordinary crops, 
aod some parts of the country have suffered 
more than others, We suffered in the vi 
but 60 sniles from ua 
at Portaye Ya Prairie, uo damage Was sus- 
tained from the frost at all. We have am- 
ple supplies of wheat not only for our own 
wants but also for those who require seed

‘Lhe next paragraph refers to the late 
troubles in the North-West, which caused 
great anxiety throughout. the country. 
They might have produced very worious 
consequences indeed, I know at Winni- 
pog foars were entertained that the city 
might be ruined, A disaster was averted 
through the promptitude with which help 
vas cont fromthe Eastorn Providences,and 
w, bined the troubles aye ended, 
are glad to find that the Government have 
come to the relief of the sullerers Ample 
supplies of grain aud provisions haye boon 
ont to relieve tho#e who havo

tainly the Government which has ptovided 
the incans of completing such a wonderful 
work deserves our credit. While there 
may be much in they administration which 
we cannot approve, we must recognize all 
that they have done towards the comple 

tion of that road, and the country should 
certainly be proud of such rulers. ‘They 
should also bo gratified to possess such 
men as those who assumed the responsi- 
bility of carrying out such a gigantic un- 
dortaking, and who have brought it to such 
nw auccessful completion, They are cer- 
tainly ontitled to the gratitude of the 
country and should be recognized as the 
best promoters of the prospérity aud great- 
ness of the Dominion, 

Allusion is made in the address tu the 
largo expenditures incurred in the sup- 
pression of the late outbreak, It is true 
that the expenses have been heavy, but 
some good results have been obtained, 
Sometimos it happens that evil produces 
good ; it has happened go in this case. We 
know the depressed condition in which 
Winnipeg stvod, up to last year. Business 
was a stand still ; but now it is admitted 
by everyone that the trouble in the North- 
West broke the jam, if I may use the ex- 
pression, and business has become ' more 
active. The Goyernment haye certainly 
had something to do in bringing about 
that result ; they applied the oil to the 
wheels, and the machinery has been moy- 
ing ever since in sucha way as to give 
Batisfaction to the population in that vast 
country. The proposed measure to give 
representation in this Parliament to the 
North-West ‘Territories will prove highly 
satisfactory to the people residing there. 
If it had been possible to give them such 
representation sooner, possibly the troubles 
of last year would not-have risen. Those 
who would have been sent here as their 
representatives would have explained their 
position to the Goyernment, and IL think it 
would have been easy for thom to have pre- 
vented those troubles ‘and the serious con- 
sequences which have followed them, and 
the large expenditures incurred. Certainly 
it would have been very easy to haye 
stopped'the Indians. ‘They ‘were incited 
to rise and could not have created an out- 
break otherwise, 1 think it is’ possible 
for the Government te treat the Indians 
in such amanner as to make them their 
friends. They should send men there 


who would treat them with the greatest 


kindness. That the outbreak did not as- 
sume more alarming proportions, I think is 
largely due to the influence of the clergy 
upon the Indians, anditis the duty of the 
Government to protect those engaged in 
preaching gospel amongst the tribes. That 
18 tho best meaus of spreading civilization 
which could be employed. Not ten days 
ago [ visited thé Manitoba Penitentiary 
and witnessed the baptism of 29 of the 
Indians incarcerated there, among them 
such well known chiefs as Pondmaker and 
Big Bear.

They are 
certainly guilty, but they did not 
understand what they were Goine: I think 
they now know that they acted wfodngly, 
and it is our interest that they should be 
restored to liberity as soon as possible, 
When those who have recently been bap- 
tised return to their families they will be 
our best friends. That. is certainly the 
best means of promoting civilization and 
progress, and we muy rest assured that

What a Fronch Senator From Mant 
toba Says About It 


Nothing to Justify the Kebeoliton, } 
(Krom the Official Keport.) 

Ldo not think the Province of (ucheo 
has committed @ crime ; but supposing they 
had committed what I considered ty be 
crine, | would not take it upon myself to 
donounce it ; ] would leave to othérs bet 
tor qualitied than I am the duty of -bring- 
ing it up against the provilies which | love 
At the same time | do not 
hesitate to say that L regret t'e agitation 
which has taken placein the Province of 
Quebec. If it was a criminal one, ib-cer- 
tainly was vory.roprehensble. It was not 
in the interests of the Dominion, and it 
wont 60 far that one step more would have 
éndangéred the oxistence of the confeder- 
ation. lor my own part Ido not hesitate 
to express my unqualified disapproval of 
the movement. Ido not say it is a crime 
to agitate. British liberty gives to the 
subjects of Her Majesty very wide scope, 
and givesus the right to plead for our 
rights; atthe same time I do not think 
we could do-any more than what ‘has been 
done in the Province of Quebec to create 
trouble and disorjler in the rest of the Do- 
minion, The honourable gentleman from 
DeSalaberry smiles; but I tell the hon. 
orable gentloman that we in the North- 
West, who were most interested in this 
matter, never wished for such an ‘agitation. 
We remained quiet. We were in’ the 
minoiity there, aud we understood that-if 
wo desired to advance the interests 
of the Dominion, of our own  pro- 
Vince, and of the North:West, we could 
not do it by our own unaided ef- 
fort. Wearein the minority, and we 
feel that it is the duty of the minority to 
goto the majority and make mutual con- 
cessions from tinie to time which will be 
in the }interests of the community ssa 
wholo, Thisis what. we have done. If 
we had not done it, what weuld have 
been our position to-day? It certainly 
would not have been possible to have ad- 
vauced that country to the position in which 
it now stands, lt was only by mutual 
concession that it was possible to allay the 
animosity that existed when I first ontered 
that Province, Certainly had I acted as 
my friends in'Quebec had done ‘towards 
the people of Manitoba, I would have been 
forced to Keck a honie in some other coun- 
try Ourfriends in Quebec must under- 
stand that We do not care to submit to 
injustice, whet dny injustice exists, any 
more than they do, and for that reason we 
desire to protest against the agitation that 
has been brought’ about as_ not being ih 
the interests of confederalidn.— It-is “vory 
painful to me to have to rise in my* place 
and say wa do hot thank the Province of 
Quebec for what it has done, and we ask 
it as a favor to let Manitoba alone. There 
are men there who understand the politics 
of the country, who know what is necessary 
for the Province and for the Dominion, 
who are ready to sacrifice everything, even 
their lives, 1f need be, in the interest of 
their country, They gave proof of it 
when thoy were called to arms during the 
late'troubles,* It was in *the” interests of 
Dominion, that the people of Mani- 
foba were the firat to.otfer their services 
in the battle field, and there, without fear, 
to risk their lives in defence of their com- 
mon country, The French and the Eng- 
lish citizens of that country are still ready 
to doall in their power for the mainten- 
ance of peace and order in the Dominion, 
and I think that the people of the Province 
of Quebec will assist us in that, duty, 
Certainly [am not, arid, I hope 4 ‘have 
neyer beeh 4 blind follower of the Gdvern- 
inéut.. ‘While I have always given thea 
fair support and sympathy because of the 
heavy responsibility they bear, and have 
always been ready to assist them when 
they are right, at the same time, Lam not 
a blind admirer of all that they do. On 
the present occasion Iedo nut see any 
suiliciéht reason to withhold from thei the 
same sipport that Lhave given them in 
the past. The hon. gentleman Opposite 
referred the other day to the victim of the 
16th November last. 

Hon. Mr, Trudel.—1 never said a word 
about it in this House. 

Hon, Mr. Girard—I did not mention the 
hon. gentleman's name, 

Hon. Mr. Trudel.—1 do not believe that 
the hon. gentleman is doing it intention- 
ally, but he is departing from tho question 
altogether.

The hou. geu- 
tloman in his speech refors to the oxpia- 
tory victim of the 16th of November last, 
1 think we all regret what happened at 
the,time, For my part, I woul prefer to 
see that victim living today. If he were 
alive we would not have much difficulty in 
appreciating him at his true value; but 
dead he is everywhere. Tho only qucs- 
whether he had 


tion is any suflicient 
reason to justify the course which he 
adopted. Ithink it would have ‘been 


possible for thé Government to have acted 
another way; but he was certainly not 
justified in plunging the North-West into 
aminsurreotion, and bringing upon his 
iellow-citizens the trouble and loss which 
they sustained, and which we all so much 
regret. We know that for years ho laid 
his schemes in that new country through 
which he hoped to preside over a now 
world, Hedid not succoed, If he had 
succeeded, perhaps it would have been 
quite different ; but he failed and had to 
suffer the penalty of the law. We all re- 
gret it; butat the same time I da not 
think there is sufliciont cause for ill-feeling 
against tho Government for what has taken 
place, The man had certainly caused a 
greatdoul of suffering amongst the settlers of 
the North-West. The Government’ to-day 
are repairing as much as in their power 
lies, the wrongs that have been done ; but 
it will take many yeare:before the people 
are placed in the game position they were 
before the rebellion 1 think that to-day 
tho people are satisfied. They seek redress 
in a legal aud constitutional way. ‘They 
claim their rights as British subjects are 
entitled to do, I find in to-day’s Gazette 
a despatch from Winnipeg, which shows 
oxactly the position in which affairs now 
stand in those parts of the North-West 
Territories where the troubles occurred last 
pear. With the permission of the House [ 
shall read it :— : 

Winnwec, Man., February 27.—Thie 
half-breeds held a public meeting to-day at 
St. Laurent, when leading men from all 
the Frénch parishes were present. Reso- 
lutions were adopted thanking the Govern- 
ment in warm terms for the humane man- 
ner in which the half-breeds lad been 
treated since last spring. It was decided 
the half-breeds should ask the Government 
for a free grant of their lands, basing their 
claini on being the original possessors, 
They will also ask that an industrial school 
for half-breed children be established in 
the district, that the amnesty be extended 
to the half-breeds in the prison and across 
the border, that naturalization be made 
more accessible, and that electoral districts 
be erected in the French settlements, Ri- 
el’s name was not mentioned, 

I shall now take the liberty to read some 
extracts from letters which I hold in wy 
hand as giving the opinions of some of our 
public men in the province of Manitoba 
and the North:West. As faras Manitoba 
is concerned, I would direct the’ attention 
o£ hon. gentlemen to the manifesto of the 
Archbishop of St. Boniface, which has been 
recently published in Quebec ; 

**Everything which affects Quebec, every- 
thing which affects Manitoba and the 
North-West Territories,touches me keenly, 
and, therefore, in view of an agitation 
which cannot fail to be attended with 
dahyer, 1 take the liberity, as respectful as 
affectionate, to Say to my friends not to let 
themselves be drawnintoa movement which 
may be most prejudicial to themselves and 
to the cause which they have~ embraced 
with so much generosity. 

‘Amid all that has been said and written 
in the past three weeks, I have admired 
the noble promptings of a generous patriot- 
ism, Now, to besincere, | should declare 
that I have deeply deplored impulses 
which, in my humbie opinion, are not the 
echo of that sentiment, or do not in the 
least exhibit. that extreme prudence 
which tho true patriot imposes on himself 
in the crises which occur in the history of 
a nation. . 

“‘Quarrels of race and above all of re- 
ligion, are instruments most dangerous to 
handle, above all in a country where men 
of different creeds and origins are in daily 
relations with one another. Between difter- 
ent nationalities there is something of the 
spirit displayed between political parties. 
Each contents itself without taking into 
account those of others: just as it closes its 
oyes to its own defects, only to open thom 


| excessively to those of the other side.” 


I shall now read to the House the letters 
to which I have referred. One of them is 
written from Prioce Albert, where the trou- 
bles began, and tho other is written from 
Edmonton, in the North-West Territorios. 
The gentleman who writes to me is a half- 
breed, a young man of education, who draws 
a‘ parallel bebween the position of his coun- 
try as it was some years ago, and its posi- 
tion to-day. “He says: 

‘* It was a sad blow, and ono which has 
thrown us @ long way behind. What dis- 
organization in our French patishos ! I can 
truly say that it is as if fire or war had pass- 
ed over them. I have been there but once 
since the troubles, and Loan assure you that 
they present a sad spoctaclo. Whut acon 
trast they furnish to their formercondition 

This other Jotter, coming from a French- 
Canadian gentleman established at Edmon- 
ton, is from an independent source, and 
this is what he writtes to mo :— 

«*T gee that the Province of Quebeo 
still agitated over the hanging of Rio 
Tho announcement of his execution 16 \ro- 
ceived by the Motis very coolly.

THE GAME LAWS. 


Mr. Caldwell has the 
Logiglature a Bilkto amend the game laws, 
the provisions of which are to the following 
effect :—(1) Deer, elk, moose, reindeer or 
caribou, between the loth day of “Decem- 
ber and the 15th day of QOgtoben;.(@) 
Grouse, picasauts, prairio fowl or. payt- 
tidge, between the lstday of January and

keys, between the Ist day of January and 
the lat day of October ; (4) Woodcock be- 
tween the ist day of January and the Last 
lay of September ; (5) Snipe and plover of 
all kinds, between the Ist day of January 
and the Ist day of Septeinber ; (6) Ducks of 
all kinds, coots, wud hens, and rice hens, 
between the Ist day of January and the Ist 
day of September; (7) Swans or geese, be- 
tween the Ist day of January.and the Ist 
day of September ; (8) Hares between the 
1st day of March and the first day of Sopt- 
He also provides that no quail 
shall be hunted, or taken, or killed during 
the years 1886, 1887, and 1888, Ho further 
provides for the protection of eggs, forbids 
trapping, éxcept in the case of hares, and 
prohibits the use of batteries and night 
shooting. He also proposes that no beaver 
muskrat, sable, martin, otter, fisher, 
shall be taken between the first day of 
May and the first of and 
mink between the first day of April and 
the first of November. There are also 
clauses protecting game imported for 
breeding, prohibiting the use of poison 
under clroumstances, providing 
penalties for export out of Ontario, against 
allowing hounds to {run at large between 
Noy, 15 and Oct, 1, and authorizing the 
appointment of game inspectors by muni- 
cipal councils.

Department of the Interior, 


Interesting Cullings from the Keport of 
the Hon. Thomas White. 


OrraWa, March 9.--The annual report 
of the Minister of the Interior, which coy- 
ers the Dominion Lands Department, the 
Geological Survey, the North-West Terri- 
tories and reports of surveys and comuiis- 
sions, is issued, and shows how sariously 
the outbreak last year affected North-West 
lunds. ‘The acreage taken up last year in 
homesteads, pfe-emptions and sales,\ was 
481,814, as compared with 1,110,512 in 
1884, a falling off of over six hundred 
thousand acres. ‘The amount received by 
the Government in cash for land fees and 
sales was $288,594, as compared 
$788,156 in 1884, with $925,962 in 1883, 
and with $1,727,280 in 1882, the year of 
the boom, 

With regard to the cattle ranches in the 
North-West, it is stated that there were 
Jast year forty thousand head of cattle and 
horses, and ten thousand head of sheep on 
ranches leased from the Government. 

The blue book.contains the report ofthe 
commission appointed before the rebellion, 
toinvestiguto the half-breetl NorfhsWeat 
clainis, The report states ,thab the ‘Com 
mission, up to September 26, dealt with 
the claims of 1810 half breeds, and no 
doubt all the half breeds were satistied, as 
1042 awards were made, either in money or 
land scrip.

‘Every male person upom the last royised 
assessment roll as a wage-oarner who re-

; Municipality in which he tendors his vote, 
, and has residdd there continuoubly: singe 
| the completion of the last revised assess 
iment roll of the municipality,and who has, 
during the twelve months next prior to be- 
ing’60 eutored, derived or earned wages, or 
income from some trade,occu pation, calling, 
oflice or profossion, of not less than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, shall be entitled 
to vote,’ 

And it further provides that ;- 

‘Tho fair value of the board or lodging 
received by such persons in townships as 
part of his wages shall be considered or in 

cluded as part of the $260.’

The Big Kailways, 


Blue Book Faots Kogarding the Cavadian 
Pacific Ratlway and Intercolontal. 


Orrawa, March 9.—Tho annual report 
of the Minister of Railways,just published, 
possesses a poculiar interest in that it is 
able to state that the Canadian Pacilic Rail- 
way is complete from ocean to ocean, and 
that’ this’ transcontinental road, 2549, 
miles long, from Montreal to Port Moody, 
now requires only to be formally transfer- 
red to the Canadian Pacific Railway Coin- 
pany to bocome purely a private concern, 
Up to the present date the formal transfor 
has not beeu made, gud the road is still 
nominally the Government's — propetty. 
The company’at the present moment owes 
the Government $29,880,912, or a little 
short of thirty million. The company ap 
pears to have received as subsidies aud 
loans from the Government $47,500,000 in 
cash and 26,000,000 acres of land. 

The'statements of the road’s revenue 
and expenditure for the years ending Dec- 
ember 31, 1884, and-1885, are most strik- 
ing :

THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

The Intercolonial has cost the country to 
date $43,627,494, or nearly as much in cash 
as the C.P.R.,but then it remains Goveru- 
ment property. That it is not a very pay- 
ing property 1s evidenced by the fact that 
the earnings of the road lastyear were $73, - 
424 less than the expenditure. The ex- 
pondituro was $2,441,477. 

RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

During the last fiscal year, $611,246 was 
paid to railways by the Government on ac- 
count ofsubsidies voted by Parliament. The 
anount, of subsidies for which the -country 
remains liable is somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of ten millions.

Suéh disclostires would havo silericed jour- 
nals Which had any sense of shamo, but 
they have had no effect upon the Globe and 
many of its contemporaries, which daily 
proclaith+their own raseality and their lust 
for power on any. terms, by declaring that 
the execution of the mercenary traitor, who 
had léng’ planned the outbreak which he 
lieadéd as A means of extorting money from 
the people of Canada, ought uot to have 
taken place. 

The Government, it is well known, took 
an extraordinary stop in the caso of Rivl. 
The jury, in their verdict, had found 
against the plea of insanity, but so stroug 
were the representations that were mado 
to the Government that they appointed 
three doctors, naniely doctors Jukes, of 
Regina, Valade, of Quebvo aud Lavell, of 
Kingston, to report upon Riél’s mental con- 
dition, as it was atated that he had become 
insane after his inearceration. The report 
of these three medical men, two of whom 
are experts, declared the prisoner to be 
sane and responsible for his;acts. It was 
presented to Parliament on the pth iust., 
and on the 10th’ the’ Globe dévoted an edi- 
torial to the subject, in which it declares 
that Riel *‘could scarcely be held to be 
sane,” and that he was sent to the gullows 
becatise of ‘violent influerices,’S which 
“foreed:the hand of the Government.” 

There is nothing whateyer to sustain so 
vile an accusation, beyond the mere asser- 
tionof the characterless traducer who makes 
it. The Globe may be an excellent authority 
on the printing jobs which were given by 
Mr. Mackenzie to ex-Speaker Anglin, but 
its opinion as to insanity in criminal cases 
is not to be _reliedupon, especially when 
pélitical issues are involved in the case. Lt 
sayS, however, that, on the evidence of the 
experts given at the trial and the report of 
the commission, the prisoner ought not to 
have been hung. In this, as in 
other opinion which it has ventured to ex- 
preas on the subject, the Reilite organ con-

We 
must say that the view taken by the chiet 
organ (the Mail) as to the impossibility of 
reopening the question of Riel’s sanity after 
the jury had pronounced upon it. is quite 
sound. 


- Such were ihe views,of the Globein Oc- 
tober, aud that they are right is shown by 
80 emibent a jurist as Baron Bramwell, 
from whose paper in the Nineteenth ( Tenbury 
we recently quoted, but a portion of the 
quotation will bear repetition :

when we knew what the man does and say

Mr. Dovoy lias givon the New York Sty 
an acoomnt of Riel’s endeavor to form an 
alliance with the Fenians in 1878, The 
houokke« peor of Sweeney's Lote), in New 
York, one day, in 1878, introduced u cer- 
tain pricat, who was staying at tho hotel, 
to Devoy. ~ Tho priest told Devoy a simple 
story of the yriovances. of the half-breeds, 
their fruitless efforts to obtain redress, and 
their consequent determination to revolt 
on tho tirst favourable opportunity. Many 
French-Canadians, ho said, sympathized 
warmly with tho Metis, and once they 
wore in the field, would render them con- 
siderable assistance, Ho gave a sketch of 
Ric); which showed that he had a high 
opinion of his abilityrand of his inbifence 
witli lis race. Finally he arranged for a 
meeting botweon Devoy and Riel, which 
took place next day, J. J. Breslin being 
also presout. Devoy tells the rest of the 
story as follows ;— 

*Riol talked slowly.and with great de- 
liberation, his eyes alone giving any sign 
of animation. He covered precisely the 
same ground as the priest, but went into

either great minuteness or rather vaguely, 
according ag their purport seemed to please 
him or not. We warned him at the start 
that we had only power to hear his propos- 
ition and transmitit to others. After be- 
ing assured that tho number of those to be 
acquainted-with his plans was very limit- 
od, he expressed himself as satisfied, Hoe 
said that the condition of the half-breeds

Fifty years ago the following report of'a 
thrilling experience was published : 

,*With a load of thirteen tons, including 
many passengers, Mr, Stevenson's ongine,

When in the vohicle,’ he continues, *nicely 
poised on springs’ avd covered so as to ex- 
clude the eternal current of air created by 
its motion, you might imagine you were in! 
a state of perfect rest while you are flying 
along tho surface with the speed of a racer. 
In daylight and with good arrangements, 
travelling in the steam coach at twenty 
miles an hour may be much more gafe, as 
wellas pleasant, than in any ordinary stage 
coach at éight or pine.” 


THEIM ONLY HOPE WAS IN REVOLT. 
He described the fraud and trickery of the 
land sharks, who were protected in their 
nefarious practices by high oflicials of the 
the Domaion Government, who were in 
league with them and profited by their 
thefts of lands belonging to the Metis.

Thepfticers of 
the Oregon quickly discovered that they were in 
no immediate danger of sinkiog, and they went 
about among the passengers assuting them’ they 
were safe, It was but a little while before order 
wes restored and the affrighted people,somewhat 
calmer, sought their clothing. 

Then there was an anxious two hours Nota 
sailor on the steamer responded to the rockets 
that were sent up or the, gus that were fired, 
‘until nearly 7 o'clock, when, daylight haviog 
arrived, pilot boat No. 11 hove in sight, and 
headcd towards the steamer, In response to her 
signal of distress the boats were got ready, and 
the ‘paseengers clambered into them, but in or- 
derly fashion. Before a hundred of thont had 
been transferred to the pilot boat, the schooner 
Fannie Gorham, with luinber fiom Jacksonville 
to Boston, hove in sight, When she got near 
the disabled steamer, her crew. imanned their 
loug boat and helped in the transfer of the peo- 
ple, the pilota taking ‘their boat loads to her, as 
their own craft waa pretty well filled. Not an 
accident occurred in the transfer. ‘The parsen- 
gere weré very cool, and everything proceeded 
‘n ordorly fashion, The only mishap occurted 
ebortly aftér the collision, when o preacher 
whose Mame was nob ascertained leaped over- 
board in his excitement, 


Tt was 12 o'clock when the Fulda reached the 
Oregon and then another transhipment took 
place, all of the 900 passengers being put aboard 
hor, where they were givenevery attention. The 
last passenger had been taken from the 
sinking stestner. At this time, and while the 
work of the transfer from pilot boat. aud 
schooner to the Filda was still Kolpg ov, the 
Oregon plunged downwards bow first, leaving 
nothing bebind her but some floating wreckage 
that was tossed about in the Great wave that hor 
going duwn caused. Her location 
twenty miles off Fire Island. 

There were 698 bags of mail matter on board 
and only 69 ware saved, These wery delivered 
at Now York post office, at Half-past ono this 
morning.

BLAKE ON RIEL. 
ELOQUENT DENUNCIATIGN OF THE SCOTT 
MUKDER. 


The following is au oxtract from the To- 
routo Globe's report of the proceedings in 
the Optario Logislature, on February 3, 
1871 ;— 

Mr. Blake moved the following 
tion 

“That tho cold-blooded murder (for his 
outkpokon Toyalty to the Queen) of Lhomas 
Scatt, lately a residont of this provinoo,and 
an omigrant thence tothe North-West, has 
impressed this Elouso with a dgoy fooling 
of sorvow and indignation, aud in the opin- 
ion of this House every effort should be 
made to bring to trial the porpetrators of 
this great crimo, who as yet go unwhipt of 


resolu- 


justico,” 

Aftor tracing the progress of the rebel- 
lion of 1870, Mr, Blake said ;—‘'Now, sir, 
I turn to the particular event «with which 
my motion has to deal, Riel, at an arly 
period of the inaurrection, took control, 
Chere was, as | have frankly stated, some 
ground for dissatisfaction, but whilo 1 am 
prepared to admit this, I cannot go as far 
as Dr. Tupper, who stated in Parliament 
that from what he had secu in the North- 
West the people were almost justified in 
whut thoy did. While I am disposed to 
treat legally anything which may properly 
be called a political offence, I cannot treat 
this murder as a political offence, if it were 
to be 80 treated. -T call your attention, sir, 
to the mode in which the ‘political offences’ 
of the victim-were treated by Riel. What, 
Task, washisorime? It was loyalty to 
his Queen, loyalty to the Constitution, loy- 
alty to the country. or this.he was done 
to death in a way which 1 will presently 
lay before the House. Iam not going to 
trust inyself to a statement of that barbar 
ous event. It is better I should read to 
you the oflicial report of Hon. Donald A. 
Smith, who was on the spot-at the timo,

** Now, sir, we have also before us tho 
evidence which, dn a motion of mino, was 
brought before the House and was printed 
—the evidence of cye-witnesses of the bar- 
barous crime. At that timfe justice could 
have been done on Riel here in Ontario 
and, perhaps, also in England. He fled to 
the United States, but there was no de- 
mand yiade for his extradition. But, sir, 
it is a son of ours that he has murdered. It 
is our justice that ho has violated ; it is our 
duty to see, as necessary, that this justice 
is vindicated. This person Riel, is livinga 
little way outside the boundaries of the 
North-West, in tho United States. He is 
receiving deputations from the people of 
that couutry, asking him to stand as a can- 
didate ‘for the Local Legislature and for the 
Parliament of Canada. We find him do- 
clining! for the good of the country and 
from patriotic motives to allow himself to 
be nominated. But sir, I say that unless 
this province speaks out it will not be long 
that ho will aot thus, and we may yet uu- 
dergo the humiliation and. disgrace of seo-

olected to tho Parlianiont of Canada, and 
representatives from’ Ontario sitting in 
council on the atlairs of the country with 
one guilty of murder. Iwarn this House 
and this province that unlees we act in this 
matter the murderers wilt go unpunished. 
This, sir, is no ordinary murder. It was 
no wurder for revenge for money, or for 
any of those causes which usually provoko 
that great criwo., This is no caso of a hur- 
riéd, passionate transaction in which the 
excuso of want of timeor deliberation or 
of passigngte _cmotion way be pleaded. 
Even in'the presence of tle delegate sent 
by the Canadian iovernment to treat with 
these people, ard while he waa engaged in 
his mission, this deed \vas ‘done, and ity 
enormity was enhanced by the solemn 
mockery of a pretended court-martial and 
4 so-called condemnation to death, The 
victim died because he was a loyal: man ; 
he died because he would not aid 
rebels ; he died becausg he resisted rebel- 
lion—he died in fact for loyalty to Queen 
and country. 

“That this is noordinary murder is prov- 
ed by the fact that it proyoked an uni- 
versal feyer of ihdignation throughout this 
province. If the indignation has subdsi- 
ed it does not blaze so high after this in- 
terval. Still that indignation burns deep- 
ly, and is not to be smoothed by anything 
lessthan meting out of justice to the 
perpetrators of the crime. We have been 
told that we havo nothing to do 
with this matter. We Canadians, we 
men of Ontario—we ,the reprosentatives 
of Ontario assembled here to express tlio 
feelings of the Province of Ontario—baye 
nothing to do with one of oup gone. 
(Cheers.) We are told that it is our duty, 
our right, our pleasure to express to tho 
Governor-General our joy on the occasion 
of his blood being ennobled. We wero 
asked to discharge that duty and Wwe did 
it with pleasure and with decent. warmth. 
But, sir, am 1 to compare for an instant 
the feeling of tho people of the country on 
the ennoblement of the Governor-Genoral’s 
blood with a feeling that was ovoked by 
the spilling of the blood of one of our sonal 
No, sir, we have learned here to valuo tho 
lives of the people, We recognize tho 
truth of the poot's words;— 

“The king may make a belted ‘knight, 
A marquise, duke, and a’ that : 

LButao hoavat niso's aboon his might, 
Guid fa th he mauna fa’ that,” 


“It is true that wo have solemnly rucord- 
edour satisfaction because the blood of 
the Goyornor General has been ennobled ; 
and as the blood ofone of our sons has 
beon spilled, it is our duty, it je our 
privilege, it is our pight to oxpross our sor- 
row and indignation at that event. Lhopo 
that wo shall show that we are bound to 
one anohter by a tie us tho mon of Ontario, 
bound by the tieef kinship ; that wo shall 
show that our proVince is doar to us ; that 
our people are dear to us,and that tho mon 
of Ontario have but one foeling on this sub 
ject. Let us join our sorrow to the sorrow 
of his kinsfolk. To'them has been denied 
tle poor consolation of giving a decent 
sepulchre to their ashes, ahd of mourning 
over the place whore they await the Groat 
Day. ‘That spot is unknown ; nor can any 
monument be placed over his romain, Lot 
his country write his epitaphin the records 


of her assotably, and express a poople's 
sorrow for his untimely death, and a poo- 
| ple’sstorn resolyo thathis death shall be 
' avenged.’

The Oravge Bug-a-Bod, 

The agitation in this province’ against 
the Government because of the. execution 
of Riel was admittedly based on the pro: 
sumption that the fanaticisin - of “Orange; 
men had stayed the hands of the ministers 
from interfering with the course of law. 
For the rebel leader no sincere sympathy 
was professed. His crimes, his’ apostacy, 
his cupidity, his treachery to the Metis, 
the murder of priests and settlers, the 
sacrifice of blood and treasure for which he 
was responsiblo, precluded the - possibility 
of urousing condemnation of the Govern- 
mort in the public mind,-and so the: pro- 
fessional politicians who headed the Nation- 
ul pasty movement fell, back’ on religious 
prejudices,conjured by the ghost of Orange 
ism, and declared that Riel had been 
sacrificed to appease the fanatical “hatred 
of the Orangemen of Ontario. There is a 
very simple and very complete method of 
disposing of this question, namely by the 
production of the representations to Goy- 
ernment that the law should be allowed to 
take its course, and this was yesterday had. 
From the answer inade by Hon Mr. Ohap- 
leau to a question on the point, it appears 
that only one rosolution from an Orange 
lodge asking that the sentence of the court 
should be carried out, was received by the 
Government, and that not directly, but 
through a member of Parliament, 
petitions to the dame effect were received 
froin settlérs in the Northwest, not Orange- 
nivo, and a letter from a private individual.

The fairness of the trial he could not 
deny, but he went as far as he dare—hav- 
ing regard for his reputation as a lawyer— 
in insinuating thatit was not so fair as it 
might have been. In. this connection he 
launched against Judge Richardson the in- 
sinuation that “the Sitpendiary Mugis- 
trates in the North-West were rather po, 
litical officers of the Government than ma- 
gistrates.

In their search fox a foundation for the 
report that dynaunte had, destroyed the 
Uregon, it was said by those who favored 
that theory that Liout.

This, 
said the dynamite theorists, might havo 
been rolled along the bottom of the bay and 
out to sea twenty miles south-east of Fire 
Island light, where, by some unexplained 
accident, it was exploded just as the Ore- 
gon passed, and the convulsion of the water 
knogked tho holo in the ship, while the es- 
caping gas made the flash, 

The elforts to discover the identity of the 
Jost schooner have been unayailing. The 
utter absence of any trace of the wreck of 
the schooner has puzzled a good. many 
people, and was tho origin, probably,of the 
dynumito story. A gentleman at the 
Maritime Exchange said that no wreckage 
from the schooner had been found because 
no ong had been near the wreck of the 
schooner. When the collision occured the 
steamer was 1unning at eighteen knots 
an hour, and before the Oregon. lost 
headway the schooner was at least 
two miles astern, ‘Then the Orcgon 
continued her course, and 
when she, sank she was many milos 
from the place where the schooner went 
down. The whole attention of everybody 
who had been near the wreck has been de- 
voted to the Uregon. The only thing like- 
ly to float from the schooner would be the 
fender or the top of a~ deck house, or a 
few gratings, or possibly a small. boat, 
Neither of these things could be seen a half 
a mile away, except by accidents and the 
wind has not been blowing in a way that 
would drift anything ashore. 

When the Ounard Company first got the 
Uregon away from the Guian line thoy 
talked of changing her name to Weniysia 
(acontraction ut We-miss-you), People at 
the Maritime Exchange yesterday spoke of 
the namo as appropriate at this tiine, 

While the Ounard Conipany owned the 
controlling interest.in the Oregom, there 
wore people who held Uregon stock who 
woro not stookholdors in the Cunard Com- 
pany. Tho amount of the holdings is not 
known. The Oregon was making her last

It may safely be said that no inconsix 
toncy of which the Globe may be guilty in 
the future will astonish ite readors, Ber 
ing the past yoar they have been astonish. 
ed at tho readiness with Which it has veor- 
ed about towards every point of the politi- 
cal compass, in regard tothe Rigl matter, 
and thoy must fool thatno simila? perfor- 
mance on its part can ever again come up 
on them with such a shock. They now 
know well what they may expect from it, 
namely, the utter subordination of princi- 
ple to expediency, and the most reckless 
disregard for consistoncy,so long as consist- 
enoy stands in the way of the accomplish- 
mout of its political onds, 

Commenting upou Mr, Blake's speech, 
our contemporary on Saturday assorted that 
it may bo'safely predicted that the country 
will" be absolutely convinced by ‘the pro- 
found argament” that the execution was 
“a cruol, a barbarous, ah impolitic, an an- 
statesmanlike, aud a totally unnecessary 
act, done from considerations of party ox- 
pediency that should have had no place in 
the decision.” What are we to think of 
this froma paperwhich only a fow months 
ago was dilating'upon the enormity of the 
rebel’s crime, vociforously demanding his 
punishment, exclaiming thit he richly de- 
served death, accusing the Government of 
secking to shield him, and threatening 
them with public indignation if they qllow- 
ed hint to escape justice? We have repeat- 
edly quoted extracts from its columns proy- 
ing this, and, as a matter of fact, it is no« 
torious that such was the line it then took. 
But, leaving this shameless journal aside 
for the present, let us look at the opinions 
of that section of ‘*the country” which is 
represented by the Reform press. We 
herewith give extracts from‘ well known 
Reform papers, which are in themselves 
swlicient to show that there was last sum- 
mer an almost unanimous demand from 
thom for Riel’s death. Shortly after Riol’s 
trial the Woodstock Sentinel Heview said; 

** There was no evidence of insanity such 
as could be accepted by any court. Le 
may be a crank upon some questions, but 
he is perfectly capable of distingdishivg 
between right and wrong, and has shown 
himself.throughout the trial to be a man 
of considerable shrewndess and ability. 
We think, therefore, that the sentence 
passed upon’him by the court should be 
excecuted,”” 

Tho game paper expréssed regret that 
French Canadian papors should make the 
question one of race, ‘Tho Free Grant 
Gazette, published in Bracebridge, also 
said: 

“The blood of the innocent settlers who 
were shot down like dogs, and of the brave 
volunteers and policemen cries out for yen- 
geance. If Riel had lived in France he 
would have béen guillotined the morn- 
ing aftor he was captured, if not sooner 
shot,” 4 

The same paper said thab it was strange 
thatthe French inhabitants of Canada 
should ‘‘behave so inproperly” when one 
of their nationality. wasup for trial. The 
St. Catharines News said : 

“The law is a sacred institution in which 
the whole community 18 interested, and 
niust be vindicated at all hazards. The 
life of Riel is a small matter in the presence 
of the law.” 

_ The Waterford Star, which, we believe, 
is one of the few Liberal journals that have 


“The Globe's attitude on this Riol ques- 
ion has not only astonished the Tory press 
but has been a puzzle to many good Liber- 
al journals. If, as the Globe admits, Riel 
deserves death—and he certainly does—let 
it assist in assorting the majesty of the law. 
* * * We are as much opposed to-Sir 
John Macdonald as the Globe possibly can 
be, but we will never make our dislike for 


shielding a cold-blooded murderer,” 

The Halifax Chronicte said : " 

“No question as to tho guilt of the pris- 
oer requires investigation. No genuine 
doubts as tolhis sanity exist. The only 
cause for hesitation in’ tho wwatter arises 
fiom a fear that it may affect the political 
strength of the Government,” 

The St. Thomas Jow nal, which has very 
pronounced views as to French domination, 
said on August 3; 

“Riel has qéon sentenced to be hanged, 
Now-we await tho hanging.” - 

‘*Riol’s trial was'short—his condemna- 
tion swift. May his futo bo sure,” 

‘The verdict and the senfence ‘in ‘the 
Riel trial were the natural ones, and if in- 
terference or delay in the carrying out of 
the righteous sentence be allowed, it will 
demonstrate the extent of the Bleu ‘in- 
fluence over Sir John-and over the Domin- 
ion.” ‘ 

The Kingston Whig stated that Riel's 
sentence was a perfectly just one, and it 
furthor said : 

**Guitéau was 4 crank,a dangerous man, 
whose removal the public intérest demand- 
ed, Riel is likewise a crank, and danger- 
ous, and the public welfare insists upon his 
removal,” ‘ 

Tho Oshawa Ontario Reformer » made the 
following statement ! 

‘*Wo are not-of thé kind who Glamor for 
the blood of criminals and find pleasure in 
their last dying agonies ; but it does seem 
6 us that no othor man who had his hands

If over a man 
deserved hanging it is Riel : and hanged he 
would most assuredly bo did ho not happen 
to be a French Catholic ; of that there is 
not tho shadow ofa doubt.” 

Tho Léndon Advertiser, with Mr. Mills 
at the helm, made the following declara- 
tion : 

“If the rule is to be that no politicial of- 
fendor is to be executed, the law punishing 
treason with death ought to be repaled, be. 
cause it is absurd to rotain upon the statute 
book a law that, undor no circumstances, is 
over to be put into effect.” 

The Brandon Sun said - 

“The demands of those desirous of seo- 
ing law, order,and tho constitution upheld, 
have at last been acceded to, and Micl has 
bebn hanged,” 

The Rat Portage Progress, Mr. Hardy's 
paper, said ; 

“Sir John knows enough to keep _him- 
self in accord with the French element. of 
Quebec, without which he. is nobody, and 
in spite of courts and justice he now  re- 


arch-traitor. Verily, 
away with justice,”

‘There is no question, there could be no 
questicn, or the mefits of the case.’ Riel 
committed treason and he deserves the 
punishment which rightly fellows those 
guilty of this heinous crime.”—Brantford 
Exepositor. 

Andsoon! ‘Pho list of those we might 
quote in the same strain is by jo meitns 
exhausted. All theseare Reform papers, 
and these are their sentiments, expressed 
for the most part of a time when thoy 
thought Riel would not be exeouted. They 
profess to speak for the Reformers of a 
vory large portion of the Dominion. These 
aro men Who the Globe predicts will hold 
with it and Mr, Blake that Riel’s execu- 
tion was ‘‘a crucl, a barbarous, an .im- 
*Holitic, an wistatésmanlike, and a total- 
“ly unnecessary act,” etc. Our contem- 
porary evidently judges its friends by its 
own standard of consistency. We shall

Work for Nimble Fingors, 


Old Berlin wool work is coming’ into 
fashion agaiv, and obairs and cushions are 
being adorned with it. The novelty is to 
work it so that both sides are aliko, Cro. 
wol work, so easy and effective, hag by no 
means hac its day, bub cross stitch is pos 
sibly fot the monteht more ih favor. 
Nightgown cases an linen atid oven silk 
have bordots of cross-stitch in delicate col- 
orings—pink, green aud gold, and woollen 
borders for tablos, brackots, etc., tan be 
had ready fringed, morely requiring a cross 
atitch pattern, 

You can now buy perforated cloth,so that 
it can be worked in cross-stitch patterns 
without the trouble of tacking canvas over 
the material to be ornamented and pulling 
away the throad, This is called ‘veiling 
work.” Tho cloth is covered all over with 
amalk perforations just large enough to 
form a cross-stitch from one to the other ; 
tho work isoasy and quickly dond, %Em- 
brojdory silks aro used and an ° ordinary 
needle, the pattern carried oub in several 
colors. It is applied to cushions, table- 
cloth borders, curtain borders for windows 
and fireplaces and many other purposes, 

It is becoming the fashion to throw across 
sinall occasional tables oblong covers made 
of plush, bordered all around to the depth 
of two inches to six inches with a darker 
plush, or one of a contracting shade, edged 
at oither ond witha handsome fringo. Cot- 
ton velvet, being made better than of yore, 
is now choson asa foundation for needle- 
work,and some charming bronze shades are 
worked with sweet peas and other flowers 
in silk. This is applied to the square, old- 
fashioned stools for the front of the dress- 
ing-table. ‘The work coyers the top,-anda 
fulling of silk is placed at the edge three 
inches deep at tho least, mostly in silk or 
satin, the stool’being covered in wool of 
sone kind, 

Table-cloths made of fine dloth are but- 
tonholed at the edge with gold thread, and 
haye suns worked with the sameat irregu- 
lar intervals, perhaps there or four in one 
corner only—a hint borrowed from Japan- 
oso designs.’ Circles of work are also ir- 
regularly scattered about cloth and velvet, 
and patterns given for doyleys would be 
useful. Sometimes stars replace the suns, 
Everything old-fashioned would seem to 
have revived. luge sqare footstools are 
powdered with embroidered chrysanthe- 
mums, and othors, like mattresses, tufted 
with buttons, have simplo blooms outlived 
in gold. The Chippendale and Sheraton 
chairs now are covered with chintz, the 
patterns outlined in gold thread and silk, 
and, if gold thread is the best kind, which 


will not tarnish, it is most effective, 


Painted milking stools are now most 
univerally usod in drawing rooms, for put- 
ting beside five o'clock tea guests in order 
that they may havea resting-place fortheir 
cups ; but they are also used for seats, the 
tops covered with satteen, padded and turtf- 
ed with large buttons, and have ribbon 
rows on one leg, A new tablecloth is made 
of three silk handkerchiefs of different 
colors, embroidered and edged with gold 
lace. A novel idea are the dark linen 
chairbacks, with figures from illustrated 
papers cut out and stuck on, and theu 
dressed in pieces of stuff which are ap- 
pliqued on after the fashion of .Brenton 
embroidery. P 

The fiat of fashion has gone out for some 
tinie that our lighted rooms are to be dark- 
oned with pink shades over candles, ete. 
They are apt to catch fire, and hence be- 
come costly, but they can be easily made 
with pink blotting paper cut to shape and 
bordered with a narrow line of gold paper ; 
they require only a little paste and no lin- 
ing. > 

Large wickerwork stands for music or 
drawings are introduced into drawing- 
rooms, lined with embroidered plush and 
set off with handsome fringe and*tasséls. 
Birds, large and small, from swans to ca- 
naries, are appliqued on to fire-screens sot 
in a bamboo frame. Plush bags lined with 
satin, and displaying arms or a monogram, 
for opera-glasses, are a useful present, or 
an ordinary. work basket trimmed with 
Liberty's cottons, Tatting is a reviving 
indusiry, and round baskets are trimmed 
with colored chintz, to hold the implements 
and materials. . Carpenter's baskets lined 
with a bright colored flannel,-have the out- 
sides almost hidden by balls of wool iade 
like daisy mats aud connected by a few 
stitches. 


Tho chief novelties in drawing-room pin- 
cushions aro sinall bellows made in card- 
board covered with satin, or a doll dressed 
as an undergraduate, in cap and gown, and 
a wheelbarrow made after the same order, 
thecushion being located inside the barrow. 
Quite the nowest idéa is a tiny wooden sa- 
bot converted into a piocushion, being 
stuffed inside. A porambulator is also 
adapted to a work-case, reels of cotton 
forming the wheels. If a larger size is 
needed, two square cushions, one across 
tho other, like the pouf ottomans, can be 
rendered very ornamental by making them 
of two-colored satina or plush, and border- 
ing them with cord of the two shades, A 
Jarge silk, satin or plush sack is a good no- 
tion for @ pincushion. One of the prettiest 
kind, howover, is hung against tho wall, 
covered with velvet, having an applique of 
oper brass wark on eithor side, taken from 
horses’ harness, whieh only now lave Leen 
turned to this new purpose. Hor bedrooms 
thore is the now coronet pincushion, mado 
of an octayonal box covered alternately in 
plush and satin, 

A novolty for those who aro artistic is 
painting on brass, Plaques and a variety 
of articles huve "boon specially prepared, 
Oil colors are used with a most happy re- 
sult. For those who cannot draw, there is 
painting on ground glass. Luxoloum is the 
name for the art, Figures, birds, land 
scapes and water pieces can bo procured, 
It ib only necessary to selech a suitablo 
copy, and to place the glass ovor it ; this is 
ground on one side and plain on the other; 
tho latter should be noxt the copy, Tho 
groutid side should be damped with a apce 
ial medium, that the outline and colors 
may show more clearly through. The out- 
line is first. painted over, and thon the 
whole picture. No knowledge of drawing 
iy nccossaty, and the coloring is, of courso, 
made easy by the copy being under it, Tho 
design can, if desired, be leaded, giving 
appodrance of pancs, and the now work is 
admirable for windows andacreons, Spec 
ial colors, mediums and varnish aro need- 
od 


Evory sort of article would seem now to 
be painted, even oyster barrels and sugar 
jars, Tho prottioat of the latter are wrought 
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in gold, with lizards and such like in rehof 
moulded in guttapercha.—London Qiteen

Death trom Exercise, 


The Medical and Surgical” Reporter of 
Philadelphia says; The cow eats the grass 
and lies dow to chow her cud; the man bolts 
his dinner and rushes to his business, The 
cow usually lives her allotted time, unless 
carried off by somo acute, contagious or in- 
fectious disease: the man becomes a martyr, 
first to dyspepsia and secondarily to some 
discaso of inalnutrition, and dies yery pre- 
maturely. 

The folly of exercising immediately after 
eating we sce constantly demonstrated 
among our adolescent and adult population; 
but itis quite rare to hear of so younga 
child as one of seven dying suddenly froin 
such a cause. 

In the Lancet is reported the case of a 
healthy boy (belonging to a robust, healthy 
fainily), who had—yever suffered from 


rheumatisyn, scarlet fever, or indeed from, 


any disease save chicken-pox, who died 
suddenly under the saddest circumstances, 
because his death was so thoroughly - pre- 
ventible. = 

After coming from school one day, he 
ate a hearty dinuerand immediately com- 
mericed to play cricket. Finding the time 
drawing near for the afternoon session, he 
ran to school, a quarterofa mile, and as 


ho entered fell unconscious to the ground. 


In a very few miputes he was dead, not- 
withstanding the faithful and persistent 
practice of artificial respiration. 

At the post mortem all the organs were 
found healthy, but the stomach was found 
full, the colon distended with flatus, and 
the sigmoid flexure loaded with freces. 
may be mentioned that slight evidence of a 
recent latent pericarditis was noted... The 
left ventricle was decidedly dilated (think 
of it, inachild aged sevep), owing, po 
doubt, to the fact that it had been in the 
habit of engaging in various athletic sports 
with his older, brothers. 

Ilere clearly was a death due to exorcise, 
the loaded stomach and bowels being tho 
needed exciting causes. We haye ere this 
sounded the warning against violent ex- 
orcises ; 1ron muscles generally indicate a 
hypertrophied heart ; the athlete is not

Since the production by Mr, Curran of a 
letter from Dr. Howard, the famous alion- 
ist under whode change Louis Riel was for 
many months at Longue Pointe asylum, 
nobody has believed for a moment that the 
leader of the robola was otherwise than 
wane and responsible, despite the argument 
of Mr. Blake.

What Does it Mean? 


Immigration Statistics, 


Orrawa, March 24,—The Domition 
Commissioner of Immigration and Coloniz- 
ation Committoo of Parliament this morn- 
ing, stated that the total immigration of 
settlers into the Dominion last year was 
79,169, of whom 22,236 were returning 
Canadians. The total immigration for 
1584 was 105,824, and for 1883, 133,000, 
showing-a serious falling off for last year. 
Four ‘thousand of last year's immi- 
grants were Chineso. Tho general char- 
acter of the immigration was said to be 
exceptionally good. With regard to the 
allered exodus of Canadians to the United 
States, Mr. Lowe, bosides referring to the 
fact that the United States returns had been 
acknowledyed to be untecustworthy, said 
that ho had boen given the figures of the 
Grand Trunk and other railways’ sales of 
tickets to and from the States, showing that 
the same was true, Last year the Grand 
Trunk sold 164,000 tickets into the States, 
of which 5,000 were bought for through 
purposes to Europe, leaying 159,000 pas 
seugers wcrely to the States. On, the other 
hand the rvad sold 157,000 tickots from the 
States into Canada.

Lonvon, March 23, 4 30 a.m.—In the 
House of Commons the ‘‘Oregon’-disaster 
came tip on a question about boats,to which 
Mr. Mundella, President of the Board of 
Trade, answered that a passenger steamer 
was required to carry boats according tv 
her registered tonnage, and not according 
to the number of passengers. That regu- 
lation was strictly in forcoand the ‘Ore. 
gon” carried her full complement of boats, 
The law required her to carry seyen boats 
of 1,800 cubic feet, and she had ten boats 
of 2,035 cubic feet in addition to four life- 
boats ; she had also 120 cork life jackots 
and 600 life buoys.

Faretie, Mo,, March 21.—-At the invitation 
of the chief citizens of this place the Rey. T. De 
Witt Talmiag, D.D., stopped hera to preach on 
hie way to Kansas Ci y And other places, He 
arnved yesterday (Saturlay) afternoon, and will 
leaveon Monday, His audience here was no 
exception to the rule that no church for the Jast 
twenty years has been large enough to hold the 
audience when Dr, Talmage is announced to 
preach. The preacher's subject was “ Heredi- 
ty,” and his text 1 Samuel, xvii. 58; =“ Whose 
son art thou, thou young man?”
